LOVE INTERRUPTED 

A new landlord threatens a neighborhood’s 
affair with its coffee shop 



R ent was $625 a month when 
Katie, Judy, and Maggie Morris 
opened Sister Sludge Coffee in 
Minneapolis’ Northrop neigh¬ 
borhood in 1997. 

The corner caffeine shop has endured 
for simple reasons. Brew a tasty beverage. 
Pay the dairy and cup vendor COD. Don’t 
take business too seriously. 

Kim Baker was new to Minneapolis 
with a four-week-old colicky son when 
she “happened upon” the shop. The Oregon 
transplant couldn’t help but overhear the 
patrons engaging in spirited yet respectful 
conversation. Sister Maggie was behind 
the counter that day. She welcomed Baker 
and newborn Colin by playing babysitter 
so mom could catch a break. 


For 20 years, Sister Sludge was home 
to “spirited yet respectful conversation ” 


“She just took the baby, asked me what I 
wanted, and they all treated me like they’d 
known me forever,” Baker says. “I started 
goingevery single day.... It was real impact¬ 
ful for me. 

“What I love about it is it kind of grew 
with my life. And it’s not the kind of place 
where you outgrow it. It’s the kind of place 
that changes with you.” 

Her son Colin is now 13. 

Sister Sludge and the neighborhood 
were looking forward to the next 20 years 
together. Yet after the death of their longtime 
landlord, the sisters were offered right of 
first refusal on the property at the corner 
of 46th Street and Bloomington Avenue 
South. But their revenue came in drips of 
$2.50, while the asking price was almost 
$250,000. 

No problem, they thought. We’re content 
renting. Then life happened. 

Molly Miller bought the property and 
introduced herself at the shop. She had 
plans for the building consisting of four 
separate spaces, of which three are vacant. 

Her official letter to the tenants was 
dated February 27. “Dear sisters,” it read, 
“...termination of your lease [is] effective 
March 31,2017.” 


“Demolition and remodeling” of the 
adjacent space, the letter continued, begins 
in two weeks. 

“We were completely shocked,” Judy 
says. “After that, when we weren’t in such 
a daze of shock, we decided to call a meet¬ 
ing with our employees to tell them they 
had to look for new jobs because we had 
to be gone in a few weeks.” 

Then the sisters remembered the terms 
of their lease were year-to-year, not month- 
to-month. The 1996 contract with Dr. Bill 
Hansen, the original landlord, stipulates 
the lease runs year-to-year in conjunction 
with the calendar. Accordingto Judy, it says 
nothing about a 30-day notice to terminate. 

Miller did not respond to repeated inter¬ 
view requests. 

Longtime patron Baker hopes the shop 
doesn’t leave its location four blocks from 
her house. 

‘You can have great political conversa¬ 
tions inside there, I tell you. But people are 
always respectful and cordial,” she says. 
“The shop’s energy is always positive. I 
can’t even begin to describe how impor¬ 
tant a part it’s been in my life. The sisters 
and the coffee shop are such an important 
part of this community.” -cory zurowski

No Mas 

Mas Sajady offers easy salvation to those who can afford it 


N o one denies Mas Sajady has 
powers. Not even his enemies. 

Arrestingly handsome and 
neatly scruffed, Sajady’s salt- 
and-pepper face fills the frame of his ad, 
big, chocolate eyes radiating soulful intensity. 
Post-workout selfies reveal rounded biceps 
and sharpened pecs bulgingunder his shirt. 
Almost all of Sajady’s most devoted follow¬ 
ers are women. 

Sajady is a “beguiling, charismatic, and 
charming’' spiritual leader, admits Theresa 
Nygard, a real estate agent. 

In 2015, Nygard started attending Sajady’s 
21-day “Medihealing” program—“medita¬ 
tion and healing in one” — which includes 
two 21-minute online sessions each day for 
three weeks. Sajady’s website appeal says 
this tele-healing “elevates your vibration 
by harnessing the power of the group.” 

He claims his “abilities” stem from two 
near-death experiences — a warehouse 
accident that left him with a “crushed 
jaw,” and a near-drowning in Belize. The 
incidents granted the former computer pro¬ 
grammer heightened senses, pure peace, 
and the power to “edit” time, “deleting” 
moments people wish hadn’t happened, 
and helping them create new futures both 
rich and successful. 

He administers to tens of thousands of 
people online. According to testimonials 
on mas-sajady.com, his mind-opening pro¬ 
grams have fixed everything from sciatica 
to scoliosis to dizzy spells to shortness. 

“I have GROWN 2 inches,” one woman 
wrote. 

Another went from “not having money 
to put gas in my car” to “earning almost 
$400,000 in my business” in six months. 
Aside from spiritual imbuement, Sajady’s 


site lists hundreds of serious medical issues 
he can help with. A seven-session, four-hour 
“frequency clinic” will “specifically work 
on eliminating the frequencies of cancer 
and its root causes from your blueprint.” 
A bargain at $180. 

“Healing MAStery” includes six one- 
hour meditation lectures and six 20-minute 
question-and-answer sessions by phone. 
Cost of enlightenment: $1,200. 

But Nygard and two other women have 
come to believe Sajady’s taking advantage 
of people, producing more negative energy 
than positive. Each came to this realization 
only after spending thousands of dollars. 

They’ve filed complaints with the Min¬ 
nesota Department of Health, claiming 
Sajady fails to give out a state-mandated 
“Client Bill of Rights,” a proviso informing 
customers that their practitioner “may not 
provide a medical diagnosis,” among other 
warnings. They further claim he’s practic¬ 
ing medicine without a license. 

“My personal experience has been no 
progress or going backwards in all areas: 
health, relationships, finances,” Nygard 
wrote. 

Saj ady responded with paperwork of his 
own. In February, he took out a restraining 
order against Nygard. Chanhassen cops 
caught her snooping in his neighborhood 
and taking photos of his home. 

Sajady offers deeply personal explanations 
for why the women have turned on him. 
Nygard is scarred by past experiences and 
wasn’t able to fully trust him. “Tanster,” a 
New York “street artist,” fell in love with 
him and got jealous when he refused to be 
seduced, he claims. 

His style of “complementary and alterna¬ 
tive” medicine is barely regulated. The Min¬ 


nesota Department of Health doesn’t even 
devote a full-time staff job to “unlicensed” 
healthcare, a hugely profitable industry with 
annual revenue of $30 billion nationwide. 

When customers willingly pay to have 
their future — and past—“edited” by online 
meditation, there’s not much the govern¬ 
ment can do about it. 

Sajady’s carving out a nice living, accord¬ 
ing to divorce papers his wife filed in Octo¬ 
ber: Tracy Saj ady “does not have information 
as to [Mas Sajady’s] income but believes it 
to be approximately $1 million per year.” 

In that way, one of the people Sajady has 
managed to heal most is himself. Aside from 
his near-death experiences, his career as a 
healer also seems inspired by what accoun¬ 
tants would call a “near-broke experience.” 

Back in 2009, the Sajadys filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy, claiming assets valued at $571,000, 
and debts of almost $1.4 million. A trustee 
later determined they’d attempted to hide 
thousands of dollars in assets, and neglected 
to mention the purchase of a minivan two 
days before filing for bankruptcy. 

His website spells out his next move: He 
“started working on clients professionally 
in November of 2009. Within less than a 
year, he had worked on over a thousand 
individuals who were drawn to him by 
referral.” 

This work seems perfectly legal, says 
University of Minnesota bioethicist Leigh 
Turner, thanks to a robust disclaimer that 
says Sajady is “not a medical doctor,” has 
not been evaluated by “any... government 
agency,” and his services are “solely for your 
own personal education or entertainment.” 

Even if regulators came asking after 
someone like Mas Sajady, how would they 
prove he wasn’t doing... whatever it is he’s 



promising? 

“A lot of what [Sajady] says is so mushy 
and vague,” Turner says, reading through 
the website’s claims. “In a way, what he’s 
saying is he elicits it, this power, in the indi¬ 
viduals. So if someone doesn’t react, he can 
say, The spirit didn’t move you, you must 
not be ready for the message.’” 

Turner’s fellow bioethicist, Carl Elliot, 
offers a more withering assessment: ‘You 
don’t need to be an ethicist to know this 
guy looks like a con man.” 

Asked about this assertion, Sajady said 
he could sense that Elliot was still dealing 
with issues related to his mother. 

Within minutes of a phone interview, 
Sajady diagnosed chronic upper back pain 
in this columnist, suffering so subtle even 
I wasn’t aware of it. 

Under direct question about whether he’s 
a fraud, Saj ady is unfailingly kind and calm, 
speaking in long, flowing monologues that 
combine science, history, and spirituality. 
Even if you don’t believe any of it, you’re 
convinced he believes every word — that 
he really can change your life for the better. 
All you need is an open mind, a few hours 
a week, and a PayPal account. 03

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E verybody was surprised 
when, on a random Monday 
afternoon, 47-year-old Elisa 
Gomez announced through a 
series of giddy text messages 
that she’d gone down to the 
Hennepin County Government Center 
to get married. 

She’d met her new husband, 30-year- 
old Bradley Alexander, on Craigslist not 
two months prior. He was a mystery to all 
who knew her. 

Only after the papers were signed did 
Elisa send a photo of the occasion to her 


mother, Judy Hunt. It shows Elisa in an 
ivory dress, black hair piled up in a mound 
of curls, diamonds in her ears, holding 
Brad’s face to hers in a passionate kiss. 
He’s wearing a casual green shirt, his arms 
locked around her waist. 

Hunt, who lives in the small northern 
Minnesota community of Isle, was alarmed 
that it had all happened so fast. Still, she 
understood her daughter well enough to 
know there was no telling the headstrong 
woman what to do once she’d made up her 
mind. Hunt could only try to express how 
disappointed she was not to have been at

her daughter’s side. 

Elisa promised a lush garden wedding 
still to come in April, a real spectacle with 
a wedding gown and bridesmaids, for all 
to attend. 

That night, she and Brad returned to 
their south Minneapolis neighborhood, 
where they celebrated at the Cedar Inn 
sports bar just down the block until about 
one in the morning. None of Elisa’s closest 
friends could make it. The marriage was 
so sudden. They all had work the next day. 

Around 2:30 a.m., a neighboringfamily 
overheard an argument brewing in the 


direction of Elisa’s yard. The neighbors said 
they could hear it was a man and a woman, 
and as the pair wandered just outside the 
neighbor’s curtained living room window, 
the woman could be heard screaming and 
crying while the man repeatedly yelled, 
“Fuck!” The neighbors called 911, but by 
the time officers drove by, the two had 
vanished. 

Later that morning, around 9 o’clock, 
Elisa’s adult daughter, Jade Gomez, arrived 
at her mother’s house for a pre-planned 
breakfast date. Instead, she found the place 
surrounded by police cars, and watched as 
medical examiner personnel packed her 
lifeless mother into a body bag. 

Later, when Elisa’s mother, Judy Hunt, 
called Brad, she claims he had this terse 
explanation for her: “My friends were over, 
she got mad, and I found her fucking body 
hanging.”

E lisa Gomez was an art teacher at a 
Korean immersion school in St. Paul. 
She ran a dog-walkingbusiness on 
the side, making a piecemeal living while 
pursuing a master’s in fine arts from the 
Minneapolis College of Art and Design. 

She is chiefly remembered as a woman 
of copious causes, with a tender fondness 
for the poor and downtrodden. 

First among them: abandoned dogs, 
which she rescued from overcrowded 
shelters throughout the United States. 
Her home was a menagerie of Beagles, 
her best friends fellow fanatics of the res¬ 
cue world. Elisa was always calling her 
mother from the road, in the middle of 
spontaneous group excursions to deliver 
food to understocked pounds in far-flung 
cities. She was forever painting to benefit 
dog charities, or scheming to rope unwit¬ 
ting family members into volunteering. 

She crusaded against surrogacy as well, 
motivated by the personal experience of 
carrying a baby girl for a gay couple, who 
later reneged on promises that she could 
have a role in the child’s life. It had hurt 
her deeply. 

But Elisa also had two children that she 
kept and raised. There was 27-year-old 
Jade, whose father was never in the picture, 
and for whom Elisa was everything. And 
there was 22-year-old Jess, who’d been 
deployed to Kuwait with the Air Force 
for nearly a full year. His birthday came 
the week after Elisa’s death. She had been 
planning a party for his return. 

Elisa’s family is wholly convinced she 
did not kill herself. She would have never 
left her kids, never left her four dogs and 
cat, they say. And, even if everybody who 
was close to her overlooked some deeply 
disguised despair, they say she certainly 
would have left a letter making arrange¬ 
ments for her loved ones.

An artist by trade, Elisa Gomez 
filled her life with projects. 


A sudden and silent departure was not 
Elisa’s style at all, her mother says. She 
was a spark plug with a million projects, 
a princess personality type who flavored 
everything she did with dramatic flair. 

“Her life was completely full,” Hunt says. 
“She was never the type to spend a day in 
bed, feeling sorry for herself.”

Paradise or Parasite? 


E lisa met Bradley Alexander when 
he responded to her Craigslist ad 
for some muscle to help around the 
house and walk dogs. 

Passion erupted so instantly that it defied 
family and friends’ comprehension. One 
minute Elisa was offering to drive Brad 
home to his then-girlfriend after work. 
The next, he’d packed his bags and moved 
in with her instead. 

In Elisa’s own words, as told to fellow 
rescuer Elle Bourdeaux through Facebook 
chat in mid-September, Brad was a good 
man with a tragic past. 

“His mama abandoned him when he 
was 13 and he had to take care of his sister,” 
Elisa wrote. “He had some dwi’s, etc. But, 
I know him well and I love his heart.” 

Pictures of Brad began to pop up on her 
Facebook page. In Elisa’s dreamy captures, 
he is planting a doting smooch on her cheek, 
looking at her dog adoringly. 

Elisa’s heart, which was so vulnerable 
to the plight of battered animals, also had 
a weakness for damaged men. Bourdeaux 
believes Elisa’s desire to help ultimately 
drew her to Brad. Though Bourdeaux 
did not approve, she resolved to support 
her friend. She kept her messages short 
whenever Elisa talked about her new love, 


equally afraid of stoking her 
enthusiasm and incurring 
her sometimes capricious 
anger. 

Soon, Elisa started gushing 
about marriage. 

Another of Elisa’s closest 
friends, Mallory Belille, says 
she was apprehensive when 
Elisa started telling every¬ 
one she was on the hunt for 
a dress, that this man she’d 
just met wanted to marry her 
in the spring. 

“She has big ideas that 
she’s really in love with some¬ 
body, and then a month or 
two later it’ll fizzle out,” Bel¬ 
ille says. “She doesn’t know 
these things about these 
men, and she just believes 
the best in them. I kind of 
just expected it to fizzle out 
because she’s very fickle.” 
Richard Gomez, Elisa’s 
father, met Brad just once. They chatted 
briefly in his Robbinsdale home over the 
noise of the Vikings-Panthers game at the 
end of September. Elisa’s mother bought 
him lunch one day at Southdale Center. 
They each found Brad unremarkable, mild 
in every way. They say they were much 
more uneasy about his lightning-paced 
courtship of their daughter—which seemed 
unnecessarily urgent, rather than romantic. 

Brad regularly turned to Craigslist to find 
odd jobs. From 2014 to 2015 he worked 
for a concrete and yardwork business in 
Lakeville where, according to the owner, 
Joe Posusta, his incompetence caused 
untold damage. 

Because Brad seemed down on his luck, 
Posusta tried to help out by giving him work 
and teaching him new skills. Brad repaid 
him, Posusta says, by destroying the motor 
of an expensive leaf vacuum, disconnecting 
the fuel line of a Grand Am he was supposed 
to be repairing, and confusing the electri¬ 
cal wiring inside the family horse barn in 
such a way that every time Posusta’s wife 
flipped the light switch, it would spark, 
threatening to take the entire barn and the 
four horses stabled there down in flames. 

Then, he says, Brad started leeching off 
another one of his employees, a woman who 
took him into her home rent-free, drove 
him to and from work, and bought his cell 
phone minutes, cigarettes, and liquor. It 
lasted a good four months, says Posusta, 
until Brad started putting his hands on her. 

This female employee, who declined to 
be named, confirmed with City Pages that 
Brad had been eager to bring up marriage 
with her weeks into their relationship. But 
after Brad forced her down on the bed one 
day with his hands around her neck, she 
says, she put him in the street. 

She didn’t involve the police, she says, 
to her lasting regret. 

But Brad’s ex-wife did. At 20 years old,

Brad was married to a woman iden¬ 
tified as A.J. Alexander. In 2007 
he pleaded guilty to fifth-degree 
domestic assault, writing, “In an 
argument with my wife A.J.A., I 
struck her with my hand and caused 
her pain.” 

Two years after that, one win¬ 
try morning at about 5 a.m., A.J. 
turned up in the lobby of the Fill¬ 
more County Sheriff’s Office with 
her two small children in tow. Her 
neck was red and swollen. 

A. J. told Preston Police Chief Matt 
Schultz, who’d been called out of 
bed to meet her, of a nightmarish 
night. She said she and her husband, 

Brad, were drinking and arguing 
over his extramarital affairs when 
she began to have an anxiety attack. 

She was tryingto call 911 when Brad 
grabbed her phone, removed the 
SIM card, and confiscated it. 

According to the criminal com¬ 
plaint, she then retreated to her 
bedroom, where she lay down with her 
four-month-old and tried to calm herself. 
Brad came in around 3 a.m., demanding 
sex. When A.J. refused, he “tried to force 
it,” the complaint continues. “He sat up on 
the edge of the bed and began choking [A.J.] 
by pushing on her throat with his fist and 
elbow and stating he wanted to kill her.” 

It went on that way for several minutes, 
according to the complaint. When Brad 
finally let her go, A.J. began coughing and 
throwing up. It was only then that he let 
her be and lay down on the couch. 

Since A. J. had no way of calling the police, 
she waited until she was certain Brad was 
asleep before gathering the children and 
making her escape, she told the chief. 

Brad, when he was arrested, denied all 
involvement and asked for a lawyer. He was 
ultimately convicted of domestic assault 
by strangulation. 

There were also four convictions for 
DWI, as well as a 2014 citation for animal 
abandonment. 

Elisa must not have known about the 
animal abandonment, says her sister Angie 
Gomez. “If she had known about that, [their 
relationship] would’ve been history.” 

III. 

“I'm done” 


E lisa Gomez may not have known 
the full breadth of Brad Alexan¬ 
der’s history when she agreed to 
marry him, but there were signs that their 
whirlwind love was fraught with bitter 
moments. 

One of her two roommates, Jake McDan¬ 
iel, lived with Elisa only briefly before 
her death. But while he was there, he 
overheard frequent screaming matches 
between the couple. One came of Elisa’s 
suspicions that Brad was cheating on her. 
He became furious, McDaniel recalls, and

promised Elisa that nobody could ever love 
her. Cups were smashed, the backyard 
fence kicked in. 

Elisa herself hinted at pre-marital dis¬ 
tress. In late September, she confided to 
a friend, Linda Velazquez, through text, 
'Wedding is off,” and “I am with Brad now 
for the moment but probably not long.” 

Hours later she followed up with, “We 
talked. I was ready to leave him. I told him 
if it ever happened again, I was done. He 
really broke my heart. He was devastated 
with the realization of how he behaved 
as he sobered up.” 

A week went by, and Elisa again com¬ 
plained of Brad getting drunk and mean. 
“He did it again,” she told Velazquez. “I’m 
done.” 

Elisa said that while Brad was drinking, 
she had taken off her engagement ring. 

“Your family and friends will under¬ 
stand,” Velazquez said, trying to soothe 
Elisa’s reluctance to call off the wedding. 

“No they won’t,” Elisa replied, argu¬ 
ing that her father had been embarrassed 
when she broke off her last engagement, 
just one year prior. 

While some of Elisa’s friends practiced 
restraint, others made no effort to hide 
their disgust with her soon-to-be husband. 

Elisa’s niece Nicole Gibson recalls 
looking at Brad’s Facebook profile and 
discovering someone completely at odds 
with what Elisa portrayed — a man who 
looked blazed in his profile picture, who 
posted memes reading, “Trust no bitch.” 

“I told my grandma, 'He looks like apiece 
of shit,”’ Gibson says. She never told Elisa 
that, however. Gibson’s mother, Elisa’s 
sister Angie, had nothing to say about the 
wedding either. “Because I knew Elisa 
wouldn’t listen to anybody, regardless. 
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She’s very strong-headed, strong-willed, 
she kind of dances to the beat of her own 
drum, you know?” 

Despite the alienation of her friends, 
concerns of family members, and the fights 
that forced them to the edge of breaking 
up, Elisa always found a way to accept 
Brad’s apologies. 

The day they were married at the Gov¬ 
ernment Center, Elisa told her mother and 
her friends that it was Brad’s idea to tie 
the knot sooner than later. Elisa said he 


They even had a big trip planned to go 
to Costa Rica in the winter, Radivojevic 
says, to volunteer at a dog shelter, zip-line, 
and sightsee. 

So he messaged Brad. 

Brad complained to him about having to 
“let the herd of dogs out I inherited,” and 
take care of Elisa’s house. “It’s all pretty 
much legally mine now,” he said. He also 
told Radivojevic that he needed to go to the 
bank to check on Elisa’s accounts because 
“meth heads looted her purse.” He later

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insisted she change her name right away. 

“He wanted to do it before I could run 
away lol,” Elisa wrote in a text to her friend 
Bourdeaux. 

Twelve hours later, she was dead. 

IV. 

Payable-on-death 


P olice spent about an hour picking up 
evidence from Elisa’s house before 
packing her body away to the medi¬ 
cal examiner’s office and relinquishing all 
her worldly possessions to Brad. 

Just a few days after he’d taken control 
of the house, the place was mysteriously 
ransacked. 

Meanwhile, the medical examiner 
ruled her cause of death was “ligature 
hangingunder uncertain circumstances.” 
The manner of death — whether suicide 
or homicide — could not be determined. 

“Cannot exclude potential injury by 
another person,” the medical examiner 
wrote. 

As word of Elisa’s death spread through 
her circles, no one would readily believe 
she killed herself, says her niece Nicole 
Gibson. Independently, friends and fam¬ 
ily’s thoughts turned to Brad. 

Gibson messaged him on Facebook, 
asking for an explanation of her aunt’s 
sudden death. 

Gibson says Brad replied four days later. 
“I got like eight messages left. I gotta do 
one at a time. You’re number three, k?” 

Elisa’s friend Chuck Radivojevic had 
better luck getting a response. 

Radivojevic, of Miami, had been board¬ 
ing a plane for Minneapolis to visit Elisa 
the morning of October 12 when he got a 
call from her cousin inviting him to the 
funeral. He says he was shocked, and 
unconvinced that the woman he knew 
as unrelentingly “bright” and “shiny,” 
a “ball of sunshine,” would kill herself. 


confirmed that they “stole all her money.” 

“Her kids aren’t going to get a damn 
thing,” he lamented. 

“Everything he said to me was just like 
red flags everywhere,” Radivojevic says. 

He has no doubt that if Elisa had been 
contemplating suicide, there would have 
been some sign. She would have told some¬ 
one, any one of her friends whom she 
always notified of any trouble or drama 
in her life. 

In the days following Elisa’s death, Brad 
posted public messages of mourning for 
Elisa, anguishing over the cruel twist of 
fate that widowed him just hours after 
his marriage. He bemoaned his unhappy 
new obligations to plan a funeral and look 
after Elisa’s daughter, Jade. 

But the family paints a different picture. 
Jade and her half-brother, Jess Gomez, 
freshly returned from Kuwait, say they 
were prohibited from entering their 
mother’s house to gather her belongings 
without Brad’s explicit permission. 

Because the children had nothing, Hunt 
wanted to collect what was left of Elisa’s 
savings to give to them. She was the benefi¬ 
ciary of her daughter’s payable-on-death 
bank account. But by the time she had 
Elisa’s death certificate in hand to autho¬ 
rize the transfer, there was nothing left. 
Someone had beaten her to it, Hunt says 
she learned from the teller — on October 
12, the day after Elisa’s death. 

Brad was a no-show at Elisa’s funeral. 

V. 

The Roommates 


A t the time of her death, Elisa was liv¬ 
ing with Brad and two roommates, 
Jake McDaniel and Cherone Vestal. 
McDaniel was out of town, attending 
his grandmother’s funeral, on Elisa’s wed¬ 
ding night. But the morning after, he says, 
he received an urgent email from Vestal, 
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who told him that Elisa had killed herself, 
and Brad’s junkie friends had moved in. 

He decided to cut his visit short and 
return to Minneapolis, where he requested 
a police escort to help him retrieve his 
belongings. 

“Just the way that Brad was acting 
and just because there were people in 
the house that I didn’t know, I didn’t feel 
comfortable being there,” McDaniel says. 
“Especially with the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding Elisa’s death.” 

He found the house looking like the 
epicenter of a natural disaster. Luggage 
that he hadn’t even had a chance to unpack 
from moving in had been rifled through, 
his things strewn in the halls. 

Brad told McDaniel there had been a 
break-in. That made sense insofar as every¬ 
thing of value that belonged to McDaniel 
had been stolen. But McDaniel couldn’t 
help but notice that all of Brad’s valu¬ 
ables — his TV and his computer — had 
survived the raid. 

The other roommate, Vestal, had lived 
with her two children in an upstairs room. 
She had been present at Elisa’s wedding 
night celebration, and claimed to be the 
one who cut Elisa down from the rafters 
where Brad says he found her hanging. 

Vestal, one of the only people who might 
know the truth about what happened that 
night, has never given a straight answer to 
the desperate questions of Elisa’s family 
and friends, they say. Her stories, told in 
incongruous bits and pieces, have been 
full of inconsistencies. 

At first Vestal said she was confident 
Elisa killed herself. 

And then, when the now defunct, non¬ 
professional Minnesota Fugitive Watch 
Facebook page posted a photo of Brad 
as a nod to Elisa’s family, she posted in 
response, “Do you know this piece of shit? 
He killed my friend, stole my children’s 
clothes, toys, television. Throat punch 
him if you see him won’t you.” 

The post has since vanished. City Pages 
contacted Vestal to explain. She refused. 


VI. 

Till death do us party 


O n December 21, long after Brad had 
broken off all communication with 
Elisa’s circle of family and friends, 
he was seen driving erratically through 
the streets of north Minneapolis in Elisa’s 
silver Jeep Wrangler. 

The Jeep, which had been traveling 
far too fast for the icy curve of the road, 
smashed into two parked cars before gun- 
ningoff. Two squad cars gave chase, lights 
blazing, for several blocks before the Jeep 
slid off the road and crashed headlong into 
a boulevard tree. Brad was arrested for 
fleeing police. 

According to the criminal complaint, 
he admitted he had been running from 
police because he knew he had a warrant 
out for his arrest, for violating probation 
from a 2014 DWI. 

He was housed in the Hennepin County 


Jail. City Pages wrote him there, but received 
no response. 

But soon after, City Pages did receive an 
email from a person who did not leave a 
working phone number or return address, 
claiming “friends” said Elisa had “staged 
her suicide previously to show Brad how 
life would be without her.” None of the 
people interviewed for this story believed 
the allegation. 

No one lives in Elisa’s house now. It was 
condemned because Brad never paid the 
bills, and the city shut off the water, accord¬ 
ing to owner Dana Lithgow, who had a

contract for deed with Elisa. Lithgow says 
in the 15 years he knew Elisa, he never saw 
her down or depressed, capable of suicide. 
Brad he didn’t know at all. 

“Nope, he didn’t pay a cent on anything,” 
Lithgow says. “He didn’t pay the water 
bill, the contract payments, the gas bill, 
electric bill. There was nothing he paid. 
If he’d been smart he would have made 
some payments on the house to keep it 
going. He could have inherited the house.” 

When Hunt was finally able to enter 
her daughter’s home, she faced the whole¬ 
sale devastation of her daughter’s life and 
work. Everything had been spilled out 
of the cupboards and smashed on the 
floor. Trash carpeted the upstairs. Broken 
glass littered the kitchen. The washing 
machine was wedged halfway up the 
basement stairs. 

Cigarette butts, needles, and prescrip¬ 
tion medicine bottles with their labels 
scratched off lay out in the open. There 
was a severed brunette ponytail on the 
coffee table, and on the living room wall, 
an illustration of a skull and crossbones 
scrawled in pink with the words, “Till 
[death] do us party.” 

The stench of sewage backed up in the 
bathrooms permeated everything. 

All that Hunt could salvage fit in the 
back seat of her car. 

“The house was trashed, and it’s like, 
in the back seat is Elisa... her memories 
are in the back seat of my car,” Hunt says. 
“From 47 years. Oh, I fell apart.” 

Four months after Elisa’s death, police 
say they’re still actively pursuing the evi¬ 
dence necessary to close the case. Hunt’s 
hope is waning that investigators will ever 


have enough proof to tell her what hap¬ 
pened to her daughter. But in her heart, 
she is absolutely certain that Brad played 
some part. 

Brad spent 44 days in jail, unable to post 
bail, until he decided to plead guilty to the 
only charges pending against him: flee¬ 
ing police and violating probation. Elisa’s 
parents and sister Maria Gomez awaited 
him in Judge Juan Hoyos’ courtroom at 
the Government Center, wanting noth¬ 
ing other than for him to see their faces. 
They were joined by Posusta, Brad’s former 
employer, as well as Brad’s ex-girlfriend.

They didn’t expect to run into the family, 
but were of the same mind. 

Posusta leaned over, introduced him¬ 
self to Hunt, and whispered that shortly 
before Elisa’s death, Brad had somehow 
convinced her to buy up the lapsed website 
domain for his Lakeville businesses. Then, 
because Posusta had trailers wrapped with 
expensive vinyl signs bearing his phone 
number and website, Brad threatened to 
sue for false advertising unless he was paid 
$5,000 for the rights. 

“He’s a little rat,” Posusta says. “Do I 
think without a shadow of a doubt that 
he did something to Elisa? Absolutely. I 
would bet everything that I owned that 
he had something to do with her death.” 

Brad didn’t see the judge or Elisa’s family 
in court that day. His hearingwas postponed 
until February 3, when he was released 
from jail and sentenced to another three 
years probation. 

As before, he was warned to stay sober 
and stay out of trouble. 

'Mr. Alexander, I understand that you’ve 
had a difficult time the last few months, 
and I am very sorry for your loss, sir,” said 
a sympathetic Judge Hoyos. “I do hope 
that you continue to stay in contact with 
[your probation officer] and that you follow 
through with treatment so you can get on 
with your life. All right?” 

“Yup,” Brad answered. “Thank you.” 

To Elisa’s mother, the leniency of the 
sentence, and Brad’s renewed probation 
following four DWI convictions, is a slap 
in the face. The thought that he is free in 
Minneapolis should scare her, she says, 
and yet she feels nothing but fury. 

“I just want to throw up,” Hunt says. 
“It makes me ill. He trashes her house. 
He doesn’t go to the funeral, and then the 
judge tells him he’s sorry for his loss. I 
don’t believe it.

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A NEW KIND OF DYNASTY 

Dumpling has introduced “second generation” Chinese to Longfellow

T he wildly popular, wildly famous 
Mission Chinese in San Francisco 
and New York began in an old- 
school Chinese restaurant. 

It was the kind of place that every 
American has been to at least once, if not 
a hundred times. Vaguely Asian-style brush 
font was splashed across the signage; a cash 
register sat right up front, with a bowl full of 
free, cellophane-wrapped fortune cookies 
on the counter. 

Danny Bowien had no idea how to run 
a restaurant, nor where he was going to do 
it, so he just approached a Chinese place in 
the Mission District of San Francisco, and 
said something like, “Can I serve food out 
of here when you’re not busy? We promise 
to stay out of your way and give you a cut 
of the cash.” 


The owners agreed. Bowien and his crew 
hung a Chinese dragon up on the ceiling and 
twinkle lights in the windows and started 
cooking their interpretation of Chinese, 
infused with a lot of spice and badassery. 
The rest is Chinese food history. Bowien’s 
Mission Chinese was a sensation, one that 
turned into a book and then an empire. 
He changed the way the new generation 
thought about beef with broccoli and Rung 
Pao chicken. The story was inspiration for 
thousands of young chefs around America. 

Bunbob Chhun and James Munson were 
two of them. 

In their University of Minnesota dorm 
room at night, the duo wanted what every 
college kid wants: Chinese takeout. But 
Chhun and Munson did not want the 
Chinese takeout of yore with the frozen 
egg rolls and otherworldly pink pork product 
in the fried rice. They wanted something 


fresher. They wanted their favorites without 
the mystery meat. 

Meanwhile, Ming’s Palace occupied the 
corner of East 40th Street and Minnehaha 
Avenue in Longfellow for 20 years. Perry 
and Meimi Wong opened it after closing 
another Chinese restaurant, House of Lai 
in Deephaven. It was Perry’s dream to have 
the restaurant, and the rest of the family 
fell in line to help out, as was expected. 

“We just worked, and didn’t complain 
about it too much,” says Vanessa Wong, 
oldest daughter of Perry and Meimi. While 
she worked at Ming’s for “almost half” of 
her life, the day Chhun came knocking was 
a major blessing for the family. 

Vanessa remembers it well. “I was having 
lunch with my mom and [Chhun] came in 
and said he was looking for a restaurant 
to lease. I told him it was very hard in this 
neighborhood. That it was mostly retail

and very few restaurants.” 

After he left, Vanessa told her mother 
what Chhun had asked. 

'Why didn’t you tell him this place?!” 
her mother wanted to know. After decades 
running the kitchen, it was time for the 
Wongs to retire. 

The rest happened quickly. Chhun and 
Munson signed the lease (the Wongs owned 
the building but didn’t know what they 
planned to do with it without a restaurant), 
and soon, the old lunch buffet was being 
moved to make room for a shiny new bar; 
the pink walls were being updated with 
arty bamboo-patterned wallpaper. 

“People were very sad,” says Vanessa.

“Some people cried” But Perry and Meimi 
had taken only one vacation in 20 years. 
Besides, the people of Longfellow didn’t 
have to cry for long because: Dumpling. 

These transitions are not always easy. 
The occasional old regular, caught unaware, 
will sometimes plop down and order a 
shrimp fried rice. Dumpling doesn’t do 
home delivery, as the Wong children did, 
loyally jumping in the car and dropping 
off grease-dappled bags of wings, sesame 
chicken, and chow mein to about 30 different 
households on abusy night shift while their 
parents cooked. 

Dumpling does things differently. But— 
and this is important — not too differently. 

The pink glow from a chic neon 
window sign sets the tone for the urbane 
neighborhood spot. Walk in on any given 
night, and the bartender will be mixing 
up low-proof cocktails (the neighborhood 
zoning means only beer and wine) like a Mei 
Mei’s Collins with sake, snap peas, lime, and 
Squirt. The bathrooms are wallpapered with 
cheeky, artist-rendered fruits and vegetables. 
There is a cauliflower steak on the menu. 

Okay, so there maybe a cauliflower steak, 
but Dumplingis still a neighborhood Chinese 
restaurant through and through. If you have 
an itch for some good old Cantonese takeout, 
they can scratch it for you here. 

Eggrolls are Chhun’s family recipe, gold, 
crisp, tight little two-or-three bite flutes 
filled with ground pork, carrot, onion, and 
mungbean thread. “Very simple,” he says, 
but all the flash is in the elbow grease. “It 
can be a process,” he says. The popular bite 
arrives five to an order for $7. 

Or try their namesake dumplings, also 
handmade and outstanding, and available 
in pork, vegetable, and the occasional 
seasonal flavor like winter melon. These 
too are understated: The ideal, bite-sized 
little coin purse is seared to precision on 


one side, never over- or under-stuffed or 
broken. They’re miniature labors of love 
that you feel lucky to be able to eat. 

The “old-school Asian vibe” was their 
dream, say the partners, and they never 
want to alienate the neighborhood with 
too many new-school flourishes. So guess 
what? Here you can still get sesame chicken, 
orange shrimp, and even Ming’s Wings, 
the same beloved recipe the Wongs sold 
thousands of orders of. The family lovingly 
passed them on to Dumpling along with 
the keys. Perry also sometimes drops by the 
kitchen to school them on proper lo mien. 

But here, orange sauce uses real orange 
and chicken is cooked gently, to an almost 
forkable tenderness. Dishes are thoughtfully 
deconstructed, not to be ironic, but because 
it makes sense. The inherent deep-fried 
crispness of sweet and sour shrimp is too 
often ruined once tossed in the sticky sauce. 
Why not just put the sauce off to the side in 
a ramekin, and cook the peas and carrots 
separately so they retain their springy 
freshness? Done. 

Occasionally Dumpling veers too far 
off course. An Asian take on classic beef 
stroganoff didn’t improve or even stand 
up to the classic with its lack of sauce or 
broth. And the beef and broccoli with flank 
steak and gai lan (Chinese broccoli) ate 
like little more than a plain steak with a 
side of green veg and rice. In an effort to 
keep the meat on the rare side, it arrived 
too underdone. 

But these slight misses are all forgiven 
when diving into the elegant wonton 
noodle soup, with clear, fragrant broth, 
dainty handmade chicken wontons, and 
slim HongKongnoodles swirlingunder the 
surface. It’s herbal, understated, and pure- 
tasting, the kind of thingyou always wished 
you could get at your corner Chinese joint. 

And now you can. B3

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NO COUNTRY FOR OLD MUTANTS 

Logan is no traditional superhero movie

he first hint is the title. 

There’s never been a Batman 
movie named Bruce, a Spider- 
Man film called Peter. In this 
supposed final chapter — “supposed” 
because comic-book series never truly 
end — the mutant formerly known as 
Wolverine has more yesterdays than 
tomorrows and is as haunted by the past 
as he is uncertain of the future. 

So if the most famous of the X-Men 
rarely gets called by his mutant name 
these days, it’s because Logan rarely 
functions as a traditional superhero 
movie. 

Holed out near the U.S.-Mexico border, 
Logan (Hugh Jackman — who else?) is 
keeping a low profile as a limo driver 
under yet another assumed identity. Old 
habits die hard, of course, and so the 


film begins with an explosion of violence 
that instantly earns its rare R rating. If 
ever you wanted to know what it would 
actually look like when Wolverine impales 
a low-level baddie’s face with those claws 
of his, Logan would like to reward you 
for your patience. 

Logan’s out-of-the-way hideout is also 
home to Professor X (Patrick Stewart) and 
Caliban (Stephen Merchant), perhaps the 
least imposing mutant we’ve ever seen: 
His powers are seemingly limited to an 
aversion to sunlight and the ability to 
track others of his kind. Their domestic 
malaise is interrupted by the arrival of 
a little girl who doesn’t speak but does 
have dangerous powers and a coterie of 
bad guys on her trail. 

No new mutants have been born in 
some 25 years, making this newcomer 
special in a way that even Logan can’t 
claim to be. “Maybe we were God’s 


mistake,” he says of their plight. Taking 
place in a world where many of our worst 
fears have come true — it’s hotter, it’s 
overpopulated, and a passing reference 
suggests that tigers have gone extinct 
— James Mangold’s film aspires to the 
likes of Children of Men and even Shane, 
which is directly invoked several times 
over. It doesn’t reach those lofty heights, 
but Logan’s unconventional ambition 
is refreshing in a genre whose movies 
usually exist solely to set up the next 
sequel. 

Xavier, salty in his old age and having 
fun with the role in a way he’s never been 
allowed to before, is as sagacious as ever. 
The father/son dynamic we see between 
him and Logan both lightens the mood 
and raises the stakes — the Professor 
has been sedated for years now, as the 
combination of his deteriorating mind 
and his unmatched psychic powers is

potentially catastrophic. He urges our 
conflicted hero to ferry the young girl 
to safety, knowing it might be the last 
mission they go on together. 

With unkempt gray hair and bloodshot 
eyes, Logan reluctantly accepts. Before, 
his world-weariness often seemed an 
overreaction to what actually took 
place in these movies, a comic-book 
affectation meant to appeal to angst- 
ridden adolescents. Here it finally feels 
like the proper response to the world 
around him and to the person he’s 
become. In previous X-Men films, you 
were likely to forget Wolverine’s real 
name; here, you might find yourself 
forgetting Logan’s mutant name. 03

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WAKE-UP CALL 

Savage Umbrella revisits sexism in the Victorian era

ate Chopin’s 1899 novel The Awak¬ 
ening is a feminist classic about a 
woman who becomes painfully 
aware of just how impossible it 
is for those of her gender to live and love 
freely. 

Savage Umbrella adapted the novel into 
an enthralling 2010 play, with both script 
and direction by Laura Leffler-McCabe. The 
company is now re-staging its Awakening 
at the Southern in a production that retains 
many of the original show’s strengths and 
adds a new dimension of physical theater. 

Emily Dussault, who played a minor 
character in the 2010 production, now 
has the leading role of Edna Pontellier, a 
Louisiana woman whose husband (Seth K. 
Hale) focuses his attention on a prospering 
business career. That leaves Edna with 
plenty of space and time to dally with the 
gregarious Robert (Nick Wolf), a friend 
who loves her but resists the opportunity 
to embark on a dead-end affair. Another 
admirer, Alcee (Mike Swan), doesn’t have 
such scruples. 

Leffler-McCabe’s great achievement is 
to keep this drama from going over the 
top: Instead of flashy confrontations and 
contrived crises, she shows us that these 
characters’ privilege (or lack thereof) is 
more salient than their morality. It’s an 
unflinching look that avoids demonizing 
these characters — all have cards to play, 
but the deck is stacked. Edna’s confidante 
Mademoiselle Reisz (Alexis Clarksean) is 
unambiguously portrayed as gay, adding 
a dimension of intersectionality that was

much more oblique in the novel. 

Dussault, abusy and consistently impres¬ 
sive actor, has never been better than she is 
here, sweeping us along on her character’s 
tragic journey of self-realization even as 
she maintains the dignified poise that’s so 
crucial to establishing Edna as a woman her 
peers can’t help but admire. Her suitors, as 
played by Wolf and Swan, make for a kind 
of Luke-and-Han duo: one big-hearted and 
a little dopey, the other self-absorbed but 
undeniably sexy. (It’s all about those fin de 
siecle sideburns.) 

As previously, Candace Emberley’s origi¬ 
nal music (performed live by an instrumen¬ 
tal trio, with interstitial singingby the cast) 
anchors a sumptuous production design 
that envelops the audience in the play’s 
intoxicating Southern setting. The set is 
much more minimal this time around, with 
actors using their bodies to suggest the 
literal and metaphorical waters in which 
these characters swim. 

While this Awakening doesn’t quite 
have the punch of the previous production 
(losing, rather than gaining, momentum 
through the second act), it’s a compelling 
re-imagining of an outstanding play. As 
you walk out of this subtle and powerful 
show, it’s painful to realize that when it 
comes to blatant displays of sexism, our 
current president is even less restrained 
than the cad in a Victorian melodrama. B3

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MONUMENTAL ACHIEVEMENT 

Hippo Campus cement their status as one of Minnesota’s hottest young bands with their debut album

H ippo Campus sure set a high bar 
for themselves. The Woodbury 
upstarts sold out a two-night 
stand at First Avenue’s Main- 
room before anyone had even heard their 
full-length debut. But that since-released 
LP, Landmark, more than fulfills the prom¬ 
ise of their first two EPs, expanding on 
the vibrant, riff-fueled sound that initially 
caught listeners’ attention while adding 
unexpected flourishes and exploring new 
sonic routes. 

Over afternoon tea and a steady stream 
of newly Spotified Prince songs at the Bad 
Waitress, guitarist/vocalist Nate Stocker 
and bassist Zach Sutton opened up about 
the recording process behind their new 
album and the flurry of activity and indus¬ 
try attention that preceded it. 

“After the EPs came out, and we finished 
touring, it was finally like, 'OK, time for an 
album,”’ says Sutton. “Then we did what 
we knew how to do, which was just write 
a bunch of songs and then go from there.” 

Rather than cherry-picking the best 
stuff from their two well-received EPs, 


Bashful Creatures and South, the group 
was determined to capture the sound of 
who they are now. After all, Sutton and 
Stocker, along with singer/guitarist Jake 
Luppen and drummer Whistler Allen, 
are a few years older and wiser than the 
teenagers who first started on this wild 
ride back in 2014. 

“Those old songs have been with us 
since literally the beginning of the band,” 
Sutton says. “Bringing those songs onto 
the new album would be like asking an 
80-year-old to come climb a mountain 
with us. ‘You’re exhausted. You can just 
rest now.’” 

“Writing is something that we need to 
do, and that we love to do,” Stocker adds. 
“Because we write so much, we get tired 
of everything old really quickly.” 

To handle these new songs, Hippo Cam¬ 
pus sought out a new producer. After work¬ 
ing with Low’s Alan Sparhawk on the EPs, 
the group switched up their approach for 
the full-length and brought in B J Burton, 
whose work with Bon Iver, James Blake, 
Lizzo, and Pol^a has made him the go-to 
producer/engineer in the upper Midwest. 
Burton not only texturized their sound, 


he challenged their previous methods of 
songwriting and recording. 

“BJ’s method is that you demo, and then 
you throw everything you can think of, 
anything in the studio at it, and whatever 
sticks, sticks,” explains Sutton. “The big¬ 
gest change and learning process for me 
was letting go of old ideas, even if it was 
the same song. We go into it with a song 
sounding a certain way, but then we’d take 
out the verse, take out that melody, and 
put this here instead. There was a lot of 
time spent pouting — at least I was pout¬ 
ing — like, ‘No, that’s a good part. It has 
to be in there. That’s not how we wrote 
it.’ But as painful as it was, eventually I 
learned to let old ideas go and be open to 
experimenting.” 

With the confidence of early success 
and a few years of industry experience 
under their belt, Hippo Campus take bold 
chances with their sound on Landmark, 
achieving an assurance and polish on its 
13 songs that most bands search for their 
entire careers. 

“I feel like the new record is less bouncy 
compared to our older stuff, and probably 
different from what people are expecting. 


It’s a different path,” Stocker admits. “It’s 
a bit slower, and I think most of it was 
influenced by our ‘go, go, go, go’ mentality 
when we’re touring. And then hitting a 
brick wall as soon as we came home and 
just slowing down. So we started writing 
a lot of slower songs, and there’s a lot of 
heavier vibes on the record. The entire 
time, it didn’t feel like we were doing any¬ 
thing unnatural, which is kind of all we 
wanted to do on the new record.” 

The group recorded, mixed, and tracked 
portions of the album in a trio of prestigious 
Minnesota recording studios — Flowers, 
Pachyderm, and Terrarium — to supple¬ 
ment the initial recordings they made at the 
Sonic Ranch in El Paso, Texas, their first 
bona fide destination recording experi¬ 
ence. “A wild peyote trip in a desert kind 
of recording studio,” says Sutton with a 
laugh. 

Burton, whom the band describes 
as being like a brother to them, helped 
smooth out the transition to such a big 
studio and quell any pressure the group 
felt surrounding their full-length debut. 
“As soon as we got in the studio, things 
really loosened up,” says Sutton. “It’s crazy 
how well we meshed as people and friends, 
and creatively he really challenged us.” 

The album art, by their high school 
friend David Kramer, is reminiscent of 
David Hockney and has a deep sense of 
significance for the band. 

“The cover is a graphic illustration of our 
rehearsal space,” explains Stocker. “All of 
the items in the room are representative 
of the songs on the album. The calendar 
represents ‘Monsoon,’ the tree outside is 
‘Boyish,’ and the boxing gloves symbol¬ 
ize ‘Buttercup.’ And that room itself is a 
major landmark for us, and we wanted 
to pay tribute to that. It’s like the most 
relevant thing in our lives. Spending all 
that time writing in that room, it’s where 
it all started. From the beginning, the band 
started there.” 

To bolster the connection between the 
band and their supportive hometown fans, 
Hippo Campus debuted their new songs 
in a series of intimate local events. They 
performed the new album in its entirety 
at Icehouse, put on a stripped-down set at 
Electric Fetus, and held a small listening

party at Urban Bean, all to gradually ease 
their new material out into the world. 

“It was less about the album at that 
point, and more about community and 
having people come and listen to some¬ 
thing that is a reflection of where we 
are together, as a group of people,” says 
Stocker.

JENSLEKMAN

Not long ago, Jens Lekman found himself 
in an intense songwriting slump. The witty 
Gothenburg indie-pop maestro submit¬ 
ted a near-finished album to his label in 
2014 and was surprised to learn that no 
one there was much impressed. Lekman 
recovered by putting himself through a 
sort of songwritingboot camp in 2015: He 
resolved to release one song every week for 
the entire year and ultimately completed 
his mission.
